Deputy Coroner Don W. Joseph 
reported 30 dead. At least 40 were 
injured, many criticaly. 

Joseph's, 11:30 p.m. (Atlanta 
time) report was a revision d6wn- 
ward from his original report of 
47 dead. The confusion in the 
death toll was wrought from the 
extreme mutilation of some of 
the bodies.

BLAMES SPEED 


Raymond D. Shelton, general 
manager for Santa Fe’s coast lines, 
said the cause of the wreck was 
“undue speed on a curve.’’ 

Engineer Frank B. Parrish, 61, 
of San Bernardino, Calif., said he 
slowed the train after passing a 35- 
m.p.h. marker and apparently 
blacked out. The next thing he 
knew, he said, the train was tip- 
ping over. 

Firemen said many victims were 
trapped inside steel coaches. They 
used axes and sledges to smash 
openings into the cars, which later 
were righted with heavy cranes. 

Bodies of dead and injured were 
strewn along the right of way in 
the wake of the sliding cars.

Should Be Possible 


The General Assembly is now getting 
down to cases in the search for economy.

provide 25 per cent from local funds.

The annual financial report of the 
State Department of Education shows that

the state provides 90 per cent or 
of the finances for county school systems 
in 43 Only today 
pay as much as 25 per cent of their edu- 
cation costs. 

The revealing part of the report is the 
wide variation of support 
ties. In some 
financial resources draw greater support 
from the state than do others with less. 
Whitfield, for instance, whose county seat 
is Dalton, gets 90 per cent of its school 
funds from the state. This county is highly 
industrialized. Fulton leads all 
paying more than 57 per cent from local 
funds. 

White County pays only 5.3 per cent of 
its education while Towns and 
Union pay the least—4 and 4.6 per cent— 
tespectively. Hall County, whose county 
seat is Gainesville, pays only 10 per cent. 

The state obviously is paying the bill 
for assessment inequalities that will con- 
tinue as long as the state is willing to 
make up the lack. It is footing the bill 
for failure to consolidate school districts 
within counties and across county lines. 
It is paying the cost of failure to achieve 
a statewide system of tax equalization. 

If state aid were limited, some of the 
wasteful practices and inequities would 
be erased out of necessity. 

Any such bill should provide a period 
for adjustment. But the spread in local

Georgia History Long 


Antedates Oglethorpe 


The finding of some old graves in the 


woods of Jackson County has led to some 


speculation concerning the origins of the 
white family that may have lived in 
that when it as Indian country. 

The graves inclu@® that of John Sis- 
son, born in 1712, a d&te 21 years before 
Oglethorpe founded the colony of Geor- 
gia, and Sarah Sisson, born in 1743.2The 
territory which includes Jackson County 
was not settled by whites until Revolu- 
tionary times. 

The Sisson graves point up the fact, 
largely unknown to most of this genera- 
tion, that the Oglethorpe group were not 
the first Europeans in Georgia, though 
our present history dates from 1733 
when the general established a colony 
of Englishmen on Yamacraw Bluff. 

- Before Oglethorpe there 
Spaniards who had a series of flourishing 
missions along the coast prior to 1600, 
and outposts strung along the southern 
part of the state from the Atlantic toward 
their Gulf settlements. The French wan- 
dered in from the Mississippi Valley, and 
it is more than -likely that disaffected 
Englishmen from older colonies found 
refuge in the remote Georgia highlands 
before the coastal settlers penetrated them 
Via the river valleys. There is an old 
legend, too, of a strange race living among

the Indians in Georgia’s forests, a re- 
minder that the fate of the Lost Colony 
of Virginia and Eleanor Dare fame never 
has been solved. 

There were English in Georgia before 
Oglethorpe. Fort King George on the 
Altamaha was built in 1721 to protect 
South Carolina and was manned for 
six years by a group of British veterans 
and military pensioners. Its ruins have 
been found and partly restored. 

Georgia’s presently accepted history 
dates from the founding of Savannah, but 
Georgia was a well-traveled land and its 
Indians accustomed to the ways of the 
white man before Oglethorpe planted his 
settlements. A Frenchman, visiting the 
Georgia coast in the 18th century wrote 
that he was surprised to come upon a 
group of Indians in a clearing in the 
woods, praying in Latin. 

The Sisson graves are old from the 
point of view of present day Georgians. 
But around 1600 the Spaniards were re- 
porting to the House of the Indies in 
Seville of the broad river Altamaha that 
led into the interior of what is now Geor- 
gia and the awe inspiring mountain of 
stone that stood near its sources.

Along about noon today I will be on a plane 
heading south to spend a week preaching in the 
lovely little city of Mt. Dora, some 50 miles north 


of Orlando. 


But I have learned well my lesson and in my bag will be warm 
clothes and a heavy overcoat. Two weeks ago I was in Tampa for a 
revival. I left the cold climate of Atlanta with a gay spirit and light 
clothes and I nearly froze but I didn’t complain. 


Everybody I saw in Tampa and 
St. Petersburg was complaining 
about how cold it was. I listened 
until I could stand it no longer. 


Then on Wednesday night I 
“blew off.’’ I said in my sermon 
that night something like this, only 
stronger: ‘“‘I have listened to you 
people complaining about a little 
uncomfortable weather until I 
have now heard all I care to. The 
week before I came here, I was 
in Talladega, Alabama. 

“In Talladega is located the 
largest school for the deaf and 
blind in the United States. I 
preached through an interpreter to 
hundreds of children who could not 
hear a sound. I also watched sev- 
eral hundred children’ walking 
about who were totally blind. No 
less than 12 of the children I saw 
were both deaf and blind. They 
would put their hands on my face 
and feel the words as I spoke to 
them. The touch of those little 
hands are still on my face and in 
my heart. 

‘‘As I left Talladega I said ‘Lord, 
help me to never complain again 
about anything.’ So you see, it is 
hard this week for me to be pa- 
tient with strong, healthy people

who are having so much to say 
because the weather is not as 
warm and balmy as it should be.”’ 
Well, after that I heard no more 
about the weather and we had a 
great revival. 

Of course, life is much nicer 
when everything goes like we want 
it to, but everything is not always 
going to go right for us.

WASHINGTON—There are three reasons why 
we are going to be hearing more about Dr. Milton 
president of Pennsylvania State 


S. Eisenhower, 


University, during the coming months. | 
Milton Eisenhower is the closest, most trusted, most influential 
adviser to the President. He is spending more time working with his 


brother than ever. 

If the President decides not to 
run, Milton, regardless of his 
own wishes, will be in the po- 
litical picture. 

As long as a Republican en- 
dorsed by the President is in the 
White House, Milton will almost 
certainly be a figure and a force 
in shaping of national policy. 

The repeated assertions that 
Milton is a ‘‘man of the left’”’ rest 
on a variety of assumptions and 
one misinterpreted statement. I 
have recently examined the basis 
and backzround of all these as- 
sertions and the following is a 
factual report: 

The assumption—That Milton 
Eisenhower must be a leftist be- 
cause he worked under Secretary 
of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace. 

The facts—Milton Eisenhower 
entered the career service in the 
Department of Agriculture in 
1926 after achieving first place 
in a Civil 


Service examina- 
tion. From 1926 to 1942 he 


filled the following positions, all 
under the Civil Service: Infor- 
mation specialist, assistant to 
secretary Jardine, director of in- 
formation, land use co-ordinator. 
He worked under two Republican 
secretaries and two Democratic 
secretaries. 

The assumption—That Milton 
must be leftist because he served 
as first chairman of U.S. Na- 


tional Commission of UNESCO. 
The facts—When he was presi- 
dent of Kansas State College Mil- 
ton accepted this assignment at 
the request of Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall because he 
that 


believed UNESCO's great 


task was to work with govern- 
ments and private agencies to 
reduce censorship and cultural 
exchange restrictions which were 
blocking off millions of people 
from better understanding each 
other. 


The assumption—That Milton 
Eisenhower must be leftist be- 
cause he wrote a letter of ref- 
erence for Br. Esther Brunauer, 
who was a State Department 
technical consultant to the U.S. 
delegation to several UNESCO 
conferences and whose security 
was being studied by a Senate 
committee. 

The facts—Milton Eisenhower 
wrote what he knew to be true, 
that Dr. Prunauer loyally up- 
held the stated U.S. policy and 
was effective in helping devise 
tactics to offset those of the two 
Communist countries then mem- 
bers of UNESCO. 

After digesting some 35,000 
words of his published articles 
and speeches, I find that Milton 
Eisenhower ardently advocates 
the virtues of America’s compet- 
itive free enterprise system, 
strongly warns against the perils 
of big government and deeply be- 
lieves that ‘‘the middle of the 
road is the only area of positive 
action in a free society.”

He could have said that he had 
not made up his mind about run- 
ning again and that voters should 
keep this in mind. He could have 
let it go at that. 

By saying specifically that he 
had not made even a tentative de- 
cision to run or not to run the 
message to the voters certainly 
raised serious doubts about his 
availability and placed powerful 
ammunition in the hands-of the 
Democrats in the event that he 
should decide to run.

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Flu Virus Search 
In Alaska Futile 


The influenza virus has been 
studied extensively. One of the 
most unusual research projects 
was conducted by an Iowan 
who led an expedition to north- 
ern Alaska in 1951. 

The group hoped to find an 
Eskimo cemetery in which a 
few victims of the 1918 flu 
epidemic were buried in frozen 
ground that had never thawed. 


After traveling thousands of 
miles, their search was suc- 
cessful. The frozen tissues of 
the victims were brought back 
to the United States and sent 
to the laboratory for bacteri- 
ological studies. 

But the results were nil be- 
cause not a single flu virus 
could be recovered. 


The organisms had deterio- 
rated over the years and sci- 
ence was robbed of its last 
chance to learn the nature of 
the virus that had caused one 
of the worst epidemics in his- 
tory. 


At that time, it was not 
known that a virus caused in- 
fluenza. In 1933 British scien- 
tists isolated a flu virus and 
since then type A, B, and C 
have been found as well as 
several strains of each organ- 
ism. 

Type A is more serious than 
type B and occurs in two-or- 
three-year cycles, whereas 
type B strikes every four or 
five years. 

Type A is suspected as the 
culprit in the 1918 epidemic 
but this is speculation. The 
expedition to Alaska was an 
attempt to determine this point. 

The flu vaccine is 10 years 
old and still going strong. 
There is some controversy as 
to its value but the fact that 
it continues to have many en- 
thusiastic followers is some 
indication that it helps. 
Furthermore, with each pass- 
ing year we are able to under- 
stand the reasons for its failure 
on specific occasions. This 
year’s flu viruses are not 
necessarily the same as those 
that caused the disease last 
year or are they likely to 


strike next year.

Answering your questions in 
the order in which you asked 
them, here are my suggestions 
and advice.

“He looks the way a poet ought to look,’”’ the woman in the 
row back of me said. 

I looked again at Byron Herbert Reéce, who stood quietly 
beside the blackboard, a piece of chalk in his hand, a waiting 
look on his face. 


I guess he does look like a poet. Tall and lanky .. . loose- 
jointed really. Somber, deep-set eyes. Hair that is long but not 
in the on-purpose fashion affected by some of today’s duck- 
tailed youngsters. Rather it is long in a fashion familiar and 
comfortable to the country-bred, in the fashion of a man who, 
because of time and distance and money, takes a long time 
between haircuts.

Until you hear him talk and see the sudden flash of a smile 
that is both shy and supremely confident, you might put this 
poet down as a taciturn farmer. Farmer he is, of course, hav- 
ing spent most of his life on the rocky slopes of his father’s 30 
acres near Blairsville. 

But you should hear him talk. 

So many people wanted to hear the bard and balladeer of 
the hill country talk that Emory University had to call a halt 
long before the deadline for enrolling in his evening class in 
contemporary literature. Adult education classes at Emory are 
ordinarily well attended, but if all the people who developed a 
sudden interest in contemporary literature had been allowed to 
sign up for Reece’s class there wouldn’t have been room for 
anything else. So they kept it down to a careful room full. 


Young Reece, both a poet and a prose writer of distinction, 
has chosen three books of poems and four novels for the con- 
sideration of his night class.of adults. He is beginning with a 
collection of new poems by American poets, following with 
works of Robert Frost and Edward Arlington Robinson, alter- 
nating with John Steinbeck’s ‘‘East of Eden,’ William Faulk- 
ner’s “‘Unvanquished,’’ Ernest Hemingway's ‘“‘The Old Man and 
the Sea,’’ and Thomas Wolfe’s essays and sketches in “The Hills 
Beyond.”’ 

‘I suggest you notice things which interest you, things which 
enlighten you and things which confuse you,’’ he told the class. 
“We'll thrash them out together next week.’’ 

Later on, in discussing the upcoming books, the Georgia poet 
asked the question, ‘‘What is creative writing?’’ and waited for 
an answer. The class rustled uneasily and was silent. 


“Creative writing is art,’’ he went on. ‘‘And what is the ma- 
terial of art? Humag experience.”’ 

His own experience, broadened and extended and enriched 
by his reading and his imagination, has served Byron Reece well 
in the realm of creative writing. He has written five books, 
“Ballad of the Bones,’”’ “Bow Down in Jericho,” ‘‘The Season 
of Flesh,” ‘‘A Song of Joy and Other Poems’’ and most recently, 
“The Hawk and the Sun.”’ 


As he ended the opening session and invited questions some- 
one suggested that he read one of the poems in the volume be- 
fore him. Gravely he turned to Padraic Colum’s ballad ‘‘Dublin 
—The Old Square.” 

It’s a switch for a poet-farmer, but he likes it. He just has 
to be sure to go home to the mountains on the weekends to rest 
his body and refresh his spirit. 

People stayed after class to talk to him. One lady brought 
out a little autograph book and asked him to sign it. Later over 
coffee he admitted that most of his evenings are spent drinking 
coffee and talking about writing at a campus snack bar.
